November  27th,  1945. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section 
112a  and  section  193  of  the  “  Provincial 
Elections  Act  ”  and  all  other  powers  there¬ 
unto  enabling.  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased  to  make 
the  following  regulations  so  as  to  permit  active 
service  electors  in  the  North  Okanagan  Elec¬ 
toral  District  to  register  and  vote  as  therein 
provided : — 

Regulations  to  facilitate  Voting  by  Active 
Service  Electors  in  the  By-election  in 
THE  North  Okanagan  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict. 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Provincial  Elections 
Act  ”  and  amendments  thereto : 

“  Active  service  elector  ”  has  the  meaning 
assigned  to  that  phrase  by  section  18a 
of  the  Act,  and  shall  include  any  person 
who  having  been  an  active  service  elec¬ 
tor  has  ceased  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Forces. 

2.  These  regulations  shall  apply  to  every 
active  service  elector  whose  name  is  not  on 
the  list  of  voters  for  the  North  Okanagan  Elec¬ 
toral  District  but  who  is  a  British  subject  and 
who  immediately  before  becoming  a  member  of 
the  Forces  was  resident  in  the  Province  of 
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British  Columbia  for  six  months,  and  who  for 
the  last  month  of  that  period  resided  in  the 
North  Okanagan  Electoral  District,  and  was 
not  in  any  respect  disqualified  from  being  a 
voter  in  the  said  electoral  district. 

3.  Every  active  service  elector  to  whom  these 
legulations  apply  shall,  subject  to  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  these  regulations,  be  entitled  to  vote, 
notwithstanding  that  his  name  is  not  on  the 
list  of  voters  in  the  North  Okanagan  Electoral 
District. 

4.  An  active  service  elector  who  desires  to 
vote  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations 
shall  apply  for  a  ballot-paper  to  the  Deputy 
Returning  Officer  at  any  polling-place  in  the 
North  Okanagan  Electoral  District  at  any 
time  between  the  opening  and  the  closing  of 
the  poll. 

5.  Upon  application  pursuant  to  regulation 
4,  and  upon  the  elector  making  an  affidavit  in 
the  form  in  the  Schedule,  the  Deputy  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  furnish  a  ballot-paper  to  the 
elector. 

6.  The  active  service  elector  shall  then  vote 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Act  for  a  person 
whose  name  is  on  the  list  of  voters.

“  CIVIL  SERVICE  ACT,  1945.” 


November  26th,  19^5. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Civil 
Service  Act,  1945,”  His  Honour  the  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased 
to  approve  the  following  regulations  relative 
to  the  granting  of  vacation  leave  and  special 
leave,  made  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission:  — 
Vacation  leave  other  than  that  specifically 
authorized  by  the  “  Civil  Service  Act,  1945,” 
shall  not  be  granted  except  on  the  approval  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Where  it  is  considered  in  the  interests  of  the 
Service  to  withhold  vacation  leave  for  any 
employee  during  any  calendar  year,  such  leave 
may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  be 
carried  over  into  the  following  calendar  year; 
provided  however,  that  not  more  than  two 
periods  of  vacation  leave  shall  be  taken  within 
any  one  calendar  year. 


Upon  the  completion  of  more  than  ten  years 
of  service,  the  Commission  may  grant  vacation 
leave  for  a  period  not  exceeding  eighteen  days, 
exclusive  of  Sundays  and  statutory  holidays, 
such  eighteen-day  period  to  become  operative 
only  at  such,  time  as  the  employee  ordinarily 
would  be  entitled  to  his  eleventh  annual  vaca¬ 
tion. 

Except  with  the  consent  of  the  Deputy  Min¬ 
ister,  special  leave  shall  not  be  allowed  any 
employee  unless  the  office  concerned  possesses 
the  minimum  staff  requirements  for  the  con¬ 
duct  of  business. 

Where  circumstances  require  that  special 
leave  be  granted  immediately,  such  special 
leave  with  pay  of  not  more  than  three  days 
may  be  allowed  at  any  one  time,  such  leave 
to  be  supported  by  a  certificate  to  be  forwarded 
through  the  Deputy  Minister  to  the  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  Commission  for  final  approval.  Special 
leave  for  longer  periods  must  first  receive  the 
approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

Vacation  leave  (in  excess  of  that  to  which 
the  employee  is  ordinarily  entitled)  and  special 
leave  may  be  granted  without  pay  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Deputy  Minister  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mission. 

Where  an  employee  who  has  resigned  from 
the  Service  returns,  and  his  superannuation 
account  is  reinstated,  he  shall  be  credited  with 
his  former  service  when  computing  vacation 
leave. 

For  the  purposes  of  computing  vacation 
leave,  Saturday  shall  be  considered  as  a  full 
working-day. 

Where  statutory  holidays  fall  within  any 
particular  vacation-leave  period,  such  statutory 
holidays  shall  not  form  part  of  the  vacation 
leave.

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come — 
Greeting. 

E.  T.  Kenney,  I  T^HEREAS  by  section 
Minister  of  Lands  \  VV  49  of  the  “Water 
and  Forests.  [Act,  1939,”  it  is  provided 
that  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  may 
incorporate  a  tract  of  land  and  the  owners 
thereof  into  an  improvement  district: 

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pursuant 
to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order  that  the 
tract  of  land  hereinafter  described  and  the 
owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into  an  im¬ 
provement  district  under  the  said  Act  and  has 
made  further  provision  to  the  tenor  and  effect 
hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  KNOW  YE  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  comprising  the  part  of 
Section  15,  Range  1,  north  of  Fulford  Har¬ 
bour;  Section  15,  Range  2,  except  the  part 
covered  by  Registered  Plan  5660 ;  the  Frac¬ 
tional  South-east  Quarter  of  Section  *61;  the 
part  of  Section  53  to  which  Certificate  of  Title 
1479131  relates;  and  the  part  of  the  foreshore 
adjoining  Section  15,  Range  1,  to  which  Cer¬ 
tificate  of  Title  394371  relates,  all  in  South 
Saltspring  Island,  Cowichan  District,  and  all 
subdivisions  thereof,  and  the  owners  of  land 
in  the  said  tract  lire  incorporated  into  an  im- 
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provement  district  under  the  “  Water  Act, 
1939,”  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof 
and  to  the  conditions  hereinafter  contained. 

2.  The  said  improvement  district  shall  be 
known  as  the  “  Fulford  Harbour  Waterworks 
District.” 

3.  The  objects  of  the  said  improvement^  dis¬ 
trict  shall  be  the  storage,  diversion,  carriage, 
measurement,  sale,  and  distribution  of  water, 
and  the  acquisition,  maintenance,  and  opera¬ 
tion  of  works  for  that  purpose  by  contract  or 
otherwise,  and  all  matters  incidental  to  any  of 
the  foregoing. 

4.  There  shall  be  three  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district. 

5.  Messrs.  Frederick  Cudmore,  William  D. 
Patterson,  and  Claude  H.  Leigh  shall  be  the 
first  Trustees  of  the  improvement  district,  and 
the  said  Cudmore  shall  hold  office  until  the 
annual  general  meeting  of  1948,  the  said  Pat¬ 
terson  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1947,  and  the  said  Leigh  shall  hold 
office  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1946. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to  call 
a  general  meeting  of  the  owners  of  land  in  the 
improvement  district  not  later  than  the  fif¬ 
teenth  day  of  May  in  each  year  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  purposes: — 

(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  reports 
on  the  operation  and  business  of  the 
improvement  district  for  the  preceding 
fiscal  year  and  on  the  works  and  finan¬ 
cial  condition  of  the  improvement  dis¬ 
trict  : 

(b.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  to  succeed  the  one 
whose  term  of  office  expires  coincident 
with  the  holding  of  the  meeting  and  to 
elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or 
have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  •  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees : 

(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(d.)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any 
vacancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners 
any  matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up 
in  a  conspicuous  public  place  at  or  near  the 
building  in  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
the  persons  qualified  to  be  candidates  for  the 
office  of  Trustee  and  to  vote  shall  be  British 
subjects  twenty-one  years  old  or  older  and 
owners  of  land  in  the  improvement  district,  or 
the  authorized  agents  of  corporations  that  are 
owners  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  representa¬ 
tives  of  owners  of  such  land  who  have  died, 
become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  are  not  dis¬ 
qualified  from  voting  in  an  election  under  the 
“  Provincial  Elections  Act.”  No  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  annual  or  other 
general  meeting  while  there  is  owing  to  the 
improvement  district  in  respect  of  the  land 
held  by  him  or  the  corporation  or  estate  he 
represents  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges 
other  than  those  levied,  fixed,  or  charged  by 
the  Trustees  within  one  year  of  the  date  of 
the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any 
nerson  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being 
challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority 
to  determine  whether  or  not  such  person  is 
entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman  may  require 
such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him  a  statu¬ 
tory  declaration  showing  that  the  declarant  is 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general 
meeting.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  .required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the

All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.
